It has not been possible to de- 
termine immediately whether sub- 
marines are operating from the 
base, this source said, but various 
reports recently are declared to 
have indicated the possibility that 
Axis raiders are hiding in the 
muddy waters of a river mouth 
along the swampy shoreline, and 
refueling there. 

The source indicated the area 
under investigation was an iso- 
lated delta of the Gurupy river 
which forms the boundary be- 
tween the states of Maranhao and 
Para on the northern coast of 
Brazil. He said naval and air 
forces are engaged in a minute 
search of the entire Gurupy delta 
region but the naval and air com- 
mands refuse to say whether a 
submarine base has been found. 

The Gurupy delta would be, 
roughly, the center for a radius 
of action southward toward Natal 
‘and northward toward the Gui- 
anas, cutting the 
trade routes.

Gaulle issued a declaration today founded upon the principles

State War Aims. 

The declaration was made to 
strengthen the Free French organ- 
ization by a statement of what it 
is fighting for, and was intended 
to silence criticism that De 
Gaulle was “too far to the right” 
in his political ideas. 

It was formulated, Free French 
leaders said, after revisions were 
made by underground leaders in 
France including trade unionists, 
Catholics, Socialists and individual 
leaders. Communists were said to 
have pledged support to De Gaulle 
although they did not accept the 
Free French political creed. 

The declaration was published in 
underground newspapers through- 
out occupied France as early as 
June 15, but was withheld in Eng- 
land to assure the widest possible 
circulation on the continent.

Continued insomnia is a dange1 
signal Some of-the best advice 
on getting to sleep that has come 
my way eppeared as an editorial 
n a recent issue of The Journa! 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion. It was prefaced with a quo- 
tation by Dr. Josephine L. Rath- 
pone. 2f Columbia University, who 
is a -eading authority on reélaxa- 
tion. She says: 

“If we could learn how to bal- 
ance rest against effort, calmness 
against strain, quiet against tur- 
moil, we would assure ourselves of 
joy in living and _ psychological 
health for life.” 

If you can sleep, you have a 
pretty fair chance at dojng the 
other things. It does no good to 
so to bed and grit your teeth and 
tell yourself “I must get to sleep!” 
But the doctor gives a-list of sleep 
tricks that may work for you. 
Don’t try to run through them all 
—that would keep you awake all 
night. Just experiment with one 
or two a night until you hit the 
right combination. Here is the 
list: 

1. Cut down on the important 
things of which you are thinking 
about half an hour before retiring. 
telax with Chinese checkers, or 
listen to some dreamy musk. 

2. Allow plenty of time for get- 
ting to bed—get out your clothes 
for tomorrow morning and take a 
leisurely bath. 

3. If you read in bed, choose a 
book so dry that it bores you to 
sleep. 

4. Try to clear your mind of 
fears, hates and worries and 
think about pleasant things. 

5. Do some mental gymnastics. 
Make your mind hop around from 
ane subject to another. 

6. Have light bedclothes and 
loose sleeping garments—let your 
ody feel free. 

7. Take a tepid bath and rub- 
jown. Get into bed a bitedamp 
and chilly. As you become warm 
and comfortable you should be 
able to relax. When you wake 
up in the night, toss back the 
“overs and cool off. Then when 
you cover up and get comfortable, 
you are apt to drift off. 

8. Try to breathe as you do 
when you sleep. That may ease 
your mind and calm your emo- 
‘ions. It does lessen tension in 
-he stomach muscles. 


9. Sink into your mattress and | 


relax your muscles completely. 

10. Get rested before you try to 
sleep. If you are really having 
insomnia trouble, go to bed an 
hour before you have any expec- 
tation of sleeping. Do this night 
after night to build up a reserve 
of energy and to fall into a sleep 
routine.

MY DAY: For Special Bond Sale

WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—Yesterday afternoon about 35 Hi-Y 
students from the northwest came in to see what rooms are now 
open in the White House. I talked to them for a few minutes while 


they had refreshments in the state dining room. 
These young boys are between 15 and 18 
and their trip is sponsored by the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. A great many of them 
had earned all or part of the money which they 
had used for this trip. I imagine, as the war 
goes on, that fewer and fewer trips will be 
possible. Yet, I am always glad to feel that 
even a few young people can take back to their 
communities the impressions gained by seeing 
their country and their country’s capitol. 


It may be possible for them in the future 
to see a great deal. more of the world, but Ee f 
perhaps nothing will ever be as vivid as the eee Saat 
first impression which comes from a trip across the wh ed 
States. There is such a variety of scenery, such a variety of occu- 
pation, that I think it is impossible for any young person not to 
get a sense of the greatness and power of his nation. 


That sense is a good thing to have at the present time. It 
awakens a confidence both in the present and in the future. As 
I looked at the faces of these young boys, I felt a pride and a 
confidence in the material we produce to meet the future. 

One boy came from across the border of Canada, several of 
them trom near Seaside, Ore., which has just been shelled, and 
the war seems close to them. 

On Wednesday, July 1, I am told that a campaign instituted by 
the ‘‘Retailers for Victory” will undertake to stop all sale of ordi- 
nary merchandise in retail stores of the country for 15 minutes, 
from 12 noon to 12:15 \p. m., and will be devoted to the sale of 
war savings bonds and stamps.

Besides hypopituitary obesity, 
described earlier, and everyday 
nutritional obesity, which is the 
familiar insidious accumulation of 
slacker flesh which so many adults 
show in the late thirties and early 
forties when CVD begins, there 
is a third type of obesity which 
is neither due to wrong eating nor 
amenable to right eating.

velop, which need not concern us 
here, except the one we are dis- 
cussing, obesity. 

Hypothyroid (hpyo means un- 
der or less than normal) obesity 
presents peculiar features, such as 
pads of fat over the collar bones, 
and the firm, resistant fat pads do

mind and tendency to fall asleep, 
sensitiveness to cold 
the atmosphere seems comfortable 


or too warm for others and ten-| 
dency to wear more clothing than | 
normal persons do in order to keep | 


warm, loss of expression of face, 
gloomy spirit or temperament, 
wax-like complexion, tendency to 
become blue or cyanotic on ex- 
posure to cold, slow pulse, sub- 
normal body temperature. These 
are common manifestations of hy- 
pothyroidism. 

No amount of dieting alone can 
bring about reduction of hypothy- 
roid obesity. The successful treat- 
ment of this condition demands 
administration of the proper 
amount of thyroid endocrine, and 
even if the layman can purchase 
thyroid extract without a prescrip- 
tion it is far too dangerous for an

War Bond Quotas Oversold 

A heartening report of the sale of War Bonds 
and Stamps comes out of the fourth congres- 
sional district of Georgia for the month of May, 
when it is announced by Ely R. Callaway, of 
LaGrange, district chairman, that the sales for 
the month all over district nearly doubled the 
quota. 

The quota for the 15 counties In the district 
was $303,700, and the May sales, so far reported, 
totaled $532,807.29, or almost double the set 
cum. It is probable that when the total sales 
are compiled, they will more than double the 
amount asked. 

The sales in the fourth district are most 
heartening. Nearly all of the counties are almost 
exclusively agricultural counties, made up large- 
ly of only small towns and farmers. Of the 15 
counties in the district, 10 of them are farming 
counties, yet they all oversold the quotas set 
for them, and in some instances, more than 
doubled the amount asked. This was true espe- 
cially in Talbot county, where the sum asked 
was $4,900, yet the report shows $22,637.50 worth 
of bonds and stamps were sold there during 
May—more than four times the quota. Other 
counties also showed high percentages of sales 
over the quota. 

It is not known if the fourth district has set 
a pace for other districts in Georgia, but it has 
certainly set an example and maybe a mark 
for the others to shoot at.

HITLER’S MISTAKE WASHINGTON, June 24.— Hitler's 


monumental miscalculation of the war 
dates back to a year ago this week. 

By June of 1941 he had reached the pinnacle of military power. 
Within the incredible period of ten months his armies had overrun 

most of western Europe. One by one, all of 
the smaller nations had been subdued-—first 
Poland, then Denmark, Norway, Belgium, Hol- 
land, and finally France herself, the last of the 
major powers opposing his will. 

By that time, also, he had achieved do- 
minion over Hungary, Rumania and Bulgaria 
without the necessity of firing a shot, and the 
last heroic resistance of the Greeks and Yugo- 
slavs had been overcome. Italy was an active 
Axis ally and Spain, the only remaining coun- 
try in western Europe of any major impor- 
tance, was prepared to do his bidding. 

Hitler was the complete master of Europe 
from the Atlantic to the Russian borders, from 
the Bay of Biscay to the North Cape, and in 
the Mediterranean to Suez. 

Britain had not been conquered, but Britain 
alone was not capable of challenging Hitler’s 
dominion over Europe. The British then were 

fighting alone and their main preoccupation at that time wag in 
warding off a threatened invasion from the Nazis. 

Russia was the sole remaining power on the continent of Europe 
that offered a*challenge. Why Hitler decided to invade the land 
of the Soviets fs as much of a mystery now as it was a year ago 
when he struck. Although distrustful of the Nazis, the Russians 
were playing Berlin’s game. As a price of peace they were pre- 
pared to render a certain amount of aid in making available sup- 
plies and materials. A 10-year nonaggression pact had been signed 
between the two countries less than two years before. There was 
no disposition on the part of Moscow to violate the pact. 

In the face of these conditions, which 


COLOSSAL BLUNDER 
left Hitler the master of the balance 


of Europe, the Nazis struck their sudden blow. It was the most 
colossal blunder of the war. 

Hitler needed oil from the Russian Caucasus and foodstuffs from 
the Ukraine. But the Russians, as the price of peace, were willing 
to furnish as much of these as they could spare. Hitler didn't want 
it this way. He wanted to be the conqueror of Russia, wanted to 
write his name where Napoleon had failed. And so the blunder 
was committed. 

Today, after a year of the most intensive fighting the world has 
ever known, the battle still goes on. Hitler is worse off by a 
thousandfold than he was before ordering the invasion. It is true 
that his armies have penetrated some 500 or more miles into Rus- 
sian territory, but the cost has been tremendous. We have the 
word of Prime Minister*Churchill that the Germans already in one 
year of fighting in Russia have lost more men than during the 


entire four and one-quarter years of the first World War. 
Hitler’s second great blunder was in making the false assump- 
tion that it would never be possible for the United States to mo- 


bilize its industrial production on a war footing. 


He therefore 


encouraged the Japs to strike the treacherous blow against us they 


did in the Pacific. 


At the time all of this was cooked up between 


Berlin and Tokyo, his generals had given Russia no more than a 


few weeks to stand. 


U. S. PRODUCTION Russia did not fall, and the huge in- 
dustrial production of the United States 


not only has been converted to an all-out war effort, but we have 


increased our production facilities to staggering proportions. 


Six 


months after Pearl Harbor we are turning out guns and planes 
faster than we can ship them to the battle fronts. 

The result of this second blunder is that Hitler now finds him- 
self opposed by the three greatest nations of the world—not merely 


Great Britain, as he was before June 22, 1941. 


If the three of us 


aren't able to crush him ultimately, we deserve to be licked. 
No sound reasoning can figure any other conclusion to the war 
other than an Allied victory. Hitler’s position today is far weaker 


than it was a year ago. 


. His opponents are far stronger. 
miles of Russian territory he has overrun is a liability. 
that his communication lines have been extended just that far.

AND WITCHCRAFT 

Editor, Constitution: Just by 
way of keeping the record 
straight, may I call your attention 
to an historical error in the special 
feature column, “One Word More,” 
by Ralph McGill. In the very in- 
teresting account of Mr. McGill’s 
recent visit to New England, 


which included a stop at Sahkm,

“We saw the old house where pit- 
iful old women and men were 
kept prisoners, charged with be- 
ing witches. (John Wesley was 
very angry when the hanging of 
witches was halted).” Just what 
clergyman Mr. McGill had in mind 
I do not know, but it could not 
have been John Wesley, famous 
Oxford scholar and founder of 
the Methodist church. 

The witch trials and hangings 
took place in Salem, Mass., in the 
period 1691-1693 and Wesley was 
not born, in Epworth, England, 
until sonfe ten years later or in 
1703. According to the Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica, the last trial for 
witchcraft in England occurred in 
1712 when Wesley was only a lad 
of nine. Just what part the clergy 
did play in the superstition which 
brought about the persection of 
the poor wretches who were hang- 
ed at Salem, (not burned as some 
careless writers have asserted), 
would bear research. Perhaps lit- 
tle more than the clergy of Geor- 
gia would have to do with a 
lynching. 

Speaking of the witch trials, Dr. 
George P. Fisher, of Yale Univer- 
sity, in his “History of the Chris- 
tian Church,” says: “It is not true 


that the ministers were the prime | 


instigators of these proceedings, | United States Air Force, with the

Many Protestant ministers 
and even the great lawyer Black- 
stone asserted a belief in witch- 
craft. However, their conviction 
was more an effort to defend the 
Bible than oppose the witches, for 
they firmly believed that both 
Old and New Testaments affirmed 
the existence of witchcraft. 


John Wesley accepted the scrip- 
tural account of witchcraft; but 
he was strangely modern in many 
of his views and not in harmony 
with much of what was orthodoxy 
in the eighteenth century. He 
would more likely have sought the 
conversion of the alleged witch 
rather than his or her execution. 
I think that it is only fair that 
this correction should be made in 
regard to Wesley’s ministry in the 
century following the witch delu- 
sion, which ministry the historian 
Lecky says saved England from a 
bloody revolution such as France 
suffered.

FAIR ENOUGH

NEW YORK, June 
Punt 24.—All recent talk 
And Pray about the kind of 

peace which we 
would grant the defeated Germans 
seems to have been ill-timed and 
the subject may well be filed away 
under the head of unfinished busi- 
ness. Much more important and 
appropriate to the news of the day 
is the contemplation of the kind of 
peace thaf Hitler and the Japanese 
would inflict on us. It is not a 
topic to uplift the spirit for the 
truth is that, as far as this war has 
gone, our side has been able only 
to punt and pray and now again 
we find the enemy inside the scor- 
ing zone with the ball in their pos- 
session. But desperation or fear 
may have powers of stimulation 
equal ta those of optimism and 
milky génerosity. If we suddenly 
admit to ourselves today that we 
have no guarantee from God that 
we will win the war, that other 
g-eat nations have’ vanished, 

which, in their prime, seemed im- 
perishable, and that defeat means 
obliteration of the United States, 
we will fight harder for our per- 
sonal and national life than we 
would for an ideal on which not 
all of us agree. 

All of us can understand the fate 
of Poland, France and Norway and 
need no persuasion to escape it 
ourselves, whereas many of us get 
into windy wrangles on the prop- 
osition that the United States is 
fighting to establish the four free- 
doms everywhere in the world. 

If the Germans win this war, 
Japan will possess our Pacific 
coast «nd the American people 
there will become serfs of Japan- 
ese under a Japanese government 
enforced by the brutal little sol- 
diers whose sense of inferiority 
expresses itself in acts of unpro- 
voked savagery toward the white 
man and especially to Americans 
and Britons. 

‘ That is no exaggeration, 
Coast but the obvious thing to 
West expect, for they do not 

share our civilization, 
they hate us, they delight to tor- 
ture and kill Americans and Brit- 
ons and they have already set 
forth the claim that the toil of 
Japanese farmers, fishermen and 
other workers during the develop- 
ment of the west coast earned 
them a right to possess that area 
of our country. 

Hitler has shown us by his con- 
duct in other conquered lands 
what we might expect from him 
and it would be ridiculous to try 
to take selfish, individual comfort, 
as some Americans might, from a 
belief that he would confine his 
fury to our Jews and Negroes.

Best, whom I had known in Vienna. I tried to 
tell that he was really a kindly sort of fellow 
who did gracious things for people: that he 
didn’t care much about money; that he had 
eaten of the lotus of decay and just didn’t have 
the moral stamina to cut and leave a place 
where he had been safe and secure for 20 years. 

After writing that bit about Best, I tried to 
define it and put it into words. I have seen, 
here and there, a few more like him. 

It is, I think, that some persons come to 
have no high loyalty either to family, to their 
own job and their skill at it, or to anything in 
life which demands a very real loyalty. 


They come to have, too, no moral standard 
which may be called honor. (I do not mean 
a moral standard which may be confined inte 
certain habits of conduct, but a standard of 
honor.) 

He literally was 
a lost person without a tie, without a sense of obligation; without 
a single loyalty.

It also makes for a high loyalty to family and to one’s duty and 
one’s country. One realizes all this sort of thing when in the

He hasn't made 
more than a living; but he says money couldn't entice him back to 
his old job, for he thinks he will live 10 years longer where he is. 

Perhaps he is too optimistic, but statistics support him. And 
since the law of averages is one that always works, the statistics 
of life insurance companies are as exact and dependable as anything 
can be in an uncertain world. : 

One of the great companies, which has 29,000,000 policy holders, 
has recently revealed its records, which show that the average 
span of life in America has increased 10 years and nine months 
Since 1911. This is the average for everybody, rich and poor. But 
the poorer ones have an increased span of 16 years and four months, 
which means that the well-to-do are considerably below the gen- 
eral average. 

Why? The first answer is that success must be paid for. The 
man who makes twice as much as another works twice as hard. It’s 
the boss who puts in 16 hours a day. He makes his heart do two 
years’ work in one, and it wears out quickly. 

But there is another less respectable and more general reason. 
The well-to-do who don’t work themselves to death get the same 
result by smoking, drinking and eating too much. They can afford
